Fourteen  yean  and  fomething  more  have  produ- 
ced a  chang^^leaft  among  a  put  c!"  the  people, 
and  I«lfc  mylOTbhatit  is:  I  meet  or  hear  of  thou- 
i'ards  of  rnyjfcner  connneccidns  who  are  men  of 
the  Urne  puiBnles  and  frteodlhipi  as  when  1  left 
them.  But  a^^^fgf-ript  race,  add  of  equivocal 
generation,  affuHlflg  the  name  of  J-V«"w.:Z//r,  a  hame 
that  defcribes  no  character  of  principle  g  .od  or  bail, 
and  may  ec]  rally  be  applied  to  either,  has  fince  llart 
ed  up  with  the  rapidity  of  a  mu'hroorn,  and  like  a 
mufhroom  is  withering  on  its  rootkfs  ftallc.  Are 
thofe  Aen  fei.nlifei  to  fupport  the  liberties  of  their 
country  or  to  overturn  them!  To  add  to  its  fair 
lame  or  riot  on  its  fpoih !  The  name  contains  no 
defined  idea  It  is  like  John  Adams's  definition  of 
a  republic  in  hit  letter  to  Mr  Wythe  of  Virginia.

He  wrote  a  book  entitled  "  A  defence  of  the 
American  Confutation,"  and  the  principles  of  it  aie 
an  attack  upon  them  But  the  book  is  defcended  to 
the  tomb  of  forgctfulnefs,  and  the  beft  fortune  that 
can  attend  its  author,  is  quietly  to  follow  its  fate.

Morris,  all  of  whom  are  now  living,  and  we  had  a 
dinner  and  conference  on  the  ject.

I  was  at  tSe  trouble  of  a  jour- 
ney to  Rhode- Maud  toreafon  with  mem  on  the  fub- 
ject,  Some  other  of  the  ft.ites  enacted  it  with  al 
tcrationi,  each  bee  is  it  pleafed.  Virginia  adopted  1 
it,auJ  afterwards  repealed  it,  and  the  atfair  came 
to  nothing. 

Itws?  fenvifible.atleaft  time, that  either corf- 
grefs  ntttft  fume  the-  la  as  .iceellHry  for  the  union, 
and  fend  .hem  to  the  feveral  Hates  to  be  enregillered 
without  any  alteration,  which  would  in  itfelf  appear 
like  ufurpat  ion  on  unc  part,  and  palTive  obedience  0:1 
the  other,  or  loine  method  mull  be  devifed  toaccom 
plila  the  la.ne  end  by  Cmiftitutional  principles,  and 
the  p -opolirion  t  made  in  the  memnrial,  was,  to  add 
a  contiicntsi  icgiflature  to  Qotfreft  to  be  ele'lei  by  ike 
fevoral  fates.  The  p  opofition  met  the  full  a(  pro 
cation  of  t  ie  gentlemen  to  whom  it  was  addrcflcd, 
and  the  conversation  turned  on  the  manner  of  brinr; 
Ir.g  it  forward.  G.  Morris,  in  walking  with  me  at* 
ter  flmr,  wilhcdme  to  throw  out  the  idea  In  tlic 
newipa.i.-rs.  I  replied  tnat  I  did  not  like  to  be  a] 
waysthepropoferof  new  things,  that  it  would  have 
too  .iffi.nin*  an  appearance  ;  and  belides,  tijt  1  Hi 
riot  tlii nit  the  country  M  fUSt/i  vro'ir  enough  t»  Le  put 
ri'lit.  Itvutetnkerftvuig  the  fanie  rejfon  to  Doc 
torRuni  at  Philadelphia,  and  tr>  General  Gates,  at 
r.-ho(e  quarters  I  ("pent  a  day  on  mv  return  from 
Rhode  Ifland,  and  I  fuppofe  they  well  remember  it, 
beca'ife  the  obfervation  feemed  totlrikc  then,. 

But  the  embari  alfinent ,  encrcafing  as  they  nccef- 
farily  mult  from  the  want  of  a  better  cemented 
Union,  the  ftare  of  Viiginia  propoled  holding  a 
commercial  convention,  and  that  convention,  which 

Was  not  fufficicntly  numerous,  propoled  that  another 
convention,  w'th  more  exter.five  and  better  defined 
powers,  Ihould  be  held  at  Philadelphia,  May  10

When  the  plan  of  the  federal  government  formed 
by  this  convention  was  propofed,  and  fub.nitted  to 
the  COO  (WW  rati  on  of  the  feveral  Hates,  it  was  (Irong 
lyobj -cted  to  in  each  of  thein.  But  the  objections 
.  -were  not  on  federal  grounds,  but  on  conftit  atio.-  a' 
points.  Many  were  (hocked  at  the  idea  of  placing, 
what  is  called  executive  power,  in  the  hands  of  . 
fingle  individual  — To  them  it  had  too  much  the 
lorm  and  appearance  of  a  military  gov  ernment,  or 
adefpotic  unc.  Others  oajajtod  that  the  powers 
given  to  a  prefident  were  too-reat,  and  that  in  the 
hands  of  an  ambitious  deflgning  man,  it  might  grow 
into  tyrannv  as  it  did  in  England  under  Oliver 
Cromwell,  &:  as  it  has  'iuce  do.ie  in  France.  A  re 
public  muft  nnt  only  be  fo  in  its  principles,  but  in  it< 
forms.  The  executive  part  of  the  federal  govern 
ment  was  uiJ.de  foi  a  mm,  and  thofe  who  contented 
ogainft  their  jod;merit,  to  place  executive  power  iii 
the  handsof  a  .angle  111  .li  r.rfna!,  rep  'fed  more  on  the 
fuppofed  moderation  cf  tliep  rlbn  they  had  in  view 
than  on  the  wifdomot  the  niealure  itfe'f. 

Twoconfulerafion'.howccr  overcom"  all  ohj-C 
tions.  The  one  was  the  abn.lute  neccfiityof  a  fe 
deral  trovemmchr.  Theo'herthe  rational refiefti 
on,  tli  it  ai  governmentin  America  ii  founded  on  the 
reprefentative  fvftem,  any  error  in  the  firft  eflav 
could  he  reiormeil  by  the  fame  quiet  and  rational 
procefsbv  which  the  contention  was  firft  formed  ; 
and  that,  either  bv  the  tter-rration  then  livinr»,  orl>< 
thofe  who  wtretn  fucceed  If  ever  America  lofc 
fight  of  this  principle,  (he  will  l«  no  longer  the 
fmt  of  lUerty.   The  father  will  become  the  affalEn 


of  (he  rights  of  the  fon  3rd  bit  cefecr.clan'.s  be  a 
race  of  (laves. 

As  many  thoi-f.mds  svho  svere  minors  are  grown 
up  to  manhood  lincc  the  nr.mc  of  feicraliji  began, 
it  became  necedary,  for  their  inicrmation,  to  go 
back  and  (hew  the  origin  of  the  name,  which  is 
now  no  longer  what  it  ei'giiially  was  J  but  it  is  the 
more  neceflary  to  do  this,  in  order  touring  forward, 
in  the  openfaoeol  day,  the  apoitacy  of  thole  who 
firft  called  thcmfelvcs  lederalifts.  -4 

Xn  tliem  it  ferved  as  acloak  tor  treafon,  a  mad 
for  tyranny.  Scarcely  were  Iheyplaced  in  the  feat 
of  power  and  r^ee,  than  fedcrali'm  was  to  be  de- 
llroyed.and  UN  reprelei-.tative  i'jltcm  of  govern- 
ment, th*  p'ridc  arid  glory  of  America,  and  the  pal 
ladinm  of  her  libel  ties,  was  to  be  ovci  tinown  and 
aboliflied.  The  next  generation  was  not  to  be  tree. 
(  he  fon  was  10  bend  his  net)  Setteaththe  lather's 
foot,  «nd  live  deprived  of  his'r^hts,  under  lieredi. 
taiy  controul  Among  the  men  of  this  apoCate 
deleription  is  to  be  ranked  the  ex  prefident,  John 
Adorn*.  It  has  been  the  political  career  of  this  man 
to  herein  with  hypocrify,  proceed  with  ariO  ;.iBce, 
and  finilh  in  contempt.  Mayluch  be  the  l..teVl> 
all  lueh  characters 

I  have  had  doubts  of  Jo'en  Adams  ever  fince  the 
year  1771',  In  d  cohverfitldh  with  me,  at  that, 
time,  concerning  the  pamphlet  Common  S.tf;  he 
cenfured it  becauieit  -ettacked  the  Englift  lorm  of 
government.  John  Wat  for 'independence,  becaule 
be  expected  to  be  made  great  by  it;  but  it  was  not 
difficult  to  perceive,  for  the  fu'rlinelj  of  hir.  temper 
makes  him  an  aukv  ard  hypocrite,  that  his  head 
w.i»  as  fall  of  kingv,  queens  and  knaves,  as  a  pick 
of  cards.    But  John  has  loft  deal. 

When  a  man  has  a  concealed  project  in  hi]  brain 
that  he  wants  to  bring  forward,  and  fears  will  not 
lucce.d,  he  often  begins  with  it  as  phyliciaus  do  by 
fufp-.-red  poifon.tryitfirfton  an  animal  ;  if  it  agree 
wi'fr  he  (tomach  of  the  animal,  he  nukes  lurthei 
experiments,  and  this  was  the  way  John  toolc. 
His  biain  was  teeming  with  projects  to  overturn 
the  liberties  of  America,  and  tne  repit tentative 
l>  Item  of  governnient,  and  he  began  by  hmtiug  it 
in  little  companies.  The  fecrctary  of  johnj.y,  an 
excellent  painter  &  poor  politician,  told  me  in  pie 
lence  of  another  American,  DtottU  Parker,  that  in 
a  company  where  himfelf  was  prelent,  John  Adams 
talked  of  making  the  governnient  Hereditary  &  rhat 
as  Mr.  WaihingtonhadnochiKlrenit  mould  be  made 
Hereditary  in  thefamily  of  Lund  Walhingiou.  John 
had  notlmpudence  enough  to  propofc  himfelf  in  the 
firft  inllance,  as  the  old  French  Normandy  Baron 
did, who  offererl  to  come  over  &  he  king  of  Amti  ica, 
Scif  congrefs  did  not  accept  his  orl'ei,that  they  would 
give  thirty  thoufand  pounds  for  the  getierofVy  of  it; 
but  John,  like  a  mole,  was  grubbing  hi;  way  to  it 
under  around-  He  knew  that  Lund  Wafhingtun 
was  unknown,  for  nobody  had  heaid  of  him,  and 
that  as  the  FrcfiJent  had  no  children  to  fuccetd  him, 
the  vice  prefident  had,  and  if  the  treafon  had  Cue' 
t ceded,  anil  the  hint  with  it,  the  goldfniitb  mi,.ht 
be  lent  for  ,to  take  meafureof  the  head  of  Jonn  or 
liis  fon  fl^  for  a  golden  wig.  In  this  cafe  tne  good 
people  ot  Bofton  might  have  had  for  a  king  the 
man  they  have  rejected  as  a  delegate.  The  repre- 
lentarive  lyltein  is  fatal  to  ambition. 

Knowing,  as  I  do,  the  conliitnmate  vanity  of 
John  Adams,  and  the  ftiallownefs  of  his  judg.r.cnt, 
1  can  eaftly  picture  to  myfelf,  that  when  he  ar,  iv  cd 
at  the  Federal  City,  he  was  Hi  urting  in  the  pomp  ■>( 
his  imagination  belorc  the  prelidential  houfe,  or  in 
the  audience  hall,  and  exulting  in  the  language  of 
Nebuchadnezzar,  •'//«»»  this  great  Ballon  tk.it  I 
kive  iui It  for  the  honor  if  my  majefty  ."'  |(ut  jn  tuat 
unfortunate  hour,  or  foon  after,  John,  like  Ncbu 
charinezzar,  was  driven  from  among  men  and  fled 
with  the  Ipecd  of  a  poll  horfe.  » 

Some  of- John  Adams'  loyal  fuhjects,  I  fee,  have 
been  toprefent  him  an  add'efs  on  his  birth  dav; 
but  the  language  thoy  ufe  is  too  tame  for  the  occaij 
on.  Birthday  addrelTev,  like  birth  day  odes, Ihould 
not  creep  along  like  drops  of  dew  down  a  eaobage 
leaf,  but  roll  in  a  torrent  of  poetical  metaphor.  I 
will  give  the.n  a  Jpecimen  for  the  next  year-  'Here 
it  is. 

When  an  ant,  in  travelling  over  the 
Globe,  lift  up  his  foot  and  put  it  again 
on  the  ground,  it  fhakes  the  Earth  to  its 
Center  1  But  when  YOU  the  mighty 
Ant  of  the  Eaft  was  bol  n,  &c.  &c.  &c. 
and  the  center  jumped  upon  the  furfatc. 

This,  gentlemen,  is  the  proper  ftyle  of  addrefs 
from  -meUhni  ants  to  r.,j  monarch  of  the  ant  hilt, 
and  as  I  never  take  pay  for  preaching,  praying, poli- 
tics or  poetry,  I  make  you  a  prelent  of  it.  Some 
people  talk  of  impeaching  John  Adans  but  I  am 
for  (bfter  measures.  I  would  keep  him  to  make 
fun  off.  He  will  then  anfwer  one  of  the  ends  for 
Which  he  was  born,  tt  he  ought  tc  bejthankful  I  am 
arrived  to  take  his  p»rt.  I  voted  in  earncft  to  lave 
the  life  of  one  uiifurtnnate  king,  a»d  now  I  vote  in 
jeft  to  lave  another.  It  is  mv  fata  to  be  always 
pljying  with  fools.  But  to  return  tofedeialil.n  and 
apoftacy. 

The  plan  of  the  leaders  of"  the  faction  was  to  o- 
verthrow  the  liberties  of  the  new  world,  and  place 
government  on  the  corrupt  fyftein  of  the  old.

For  what  purpofe  could  an  army  of  twenty  five 
th.  ufand  men  lie  wanted-  A  fingle  reflection  might 
have  taught  the  moll  credulous,  that  while  tiie  war 
raged  between  France  and  England  neither  could 
fpare  a  man  to  invade  America.  For  what  purpofe 
then  could  it  be  wanted?  Che  cafe  carries  its  own 
explanation,  it  was  wanred  for  the  purpofe  of  de- 
llroying  the  reprefentative  fvftem,  for  it  could  be 
employed  for  no  other.  Are  thefe  men  federalifts- 
If  they  are,  they  are  federalifed  to  deceive  and  de. 
flrov. 

The  rage  againft  Dr  I.o-an's  patriotic  and  vo 
luntarv  mifli.10  to  France  was  excited  by  the  flnm; 
they  felt  at  the  detection  of  the  falfe  alarms  thev 
had  circulated. 

As  to  the  oppofition  given  Sv  the  remnant  of  the 
faition  to  the  repeal  of  the  taxes  hid  on  during  the 
former  adminiilration,  it  is  eafilv  accounted  for. 

The  repeal  of  thofe  taxes  was  a  lentenee  of  con 
demotion  to  thofe  who  laid  them  on,  and  in  the  op. 
politton  they  gave  to  that  lepeal,  they  are  to  be  con 
ndered  111  the  light  of  criminals  (landing  on  their 
defence,  audthe  country  lias  paifed  judgment  upon

TN   TNI  OLD  CONCRKSS, 

Or.  V/cdnrioiiy,  January  6th  1779,  Tho- 
mas Paine  was  fummoned  to  appear  at  the  bar 
of  Congrefs — lie  attended  and  acknowledged 
hirr.i'elf  the  author  ot  the  pieces  publifbed  in 
Mr.  Dunlap  b  paper,  under  the  title  of  «•  Com- 
mon Senfc  to  the  public  on  Mr.  Deant's  af- 
fairs:" He  <vas  then  ordered  to  withdraw. 

On  Thv-rfday  the  7th,  a  number  of  rcfolu- 
tions  were  ofTered,  Mating,  that  all  the  laid 
publications  were  ill-judged,  premature  and 
ijndifcreet,&  ought  not  to  be  confldeied  asjufl- 
*y  autheniicrited  :  That  congrefs  never  gave 
occafion  for  or,  fan£tion  to  faid  publications: 
That  congrefs  never  received  any  military 
llores  as  a  prefent  from  the  court  of  Fiance, 
or  from  any  other  court  or  perfon  in  Europe  : 
That  mr  Paine  for  his  impiudence  ought  to  be 
dii'milfed  from  his  office  of  fecrctary  to  the 
committee  of  foreign  affairs,  and  the  faid  com-, 
miuee  are  diredted  to  difmil's  him  accordingly, 
and  to  take  fuCh  further  I'tcps  relative  to  his 
mifapplication  of  public  papers  as  they  lhall 
deem  neceffary. 

As  a  fubllitute  for  which,  others  svere  mo- 
ved, Rating,  that  as  Thomas  Paine  had  ack- 
nowledged himfelf  the  author  of  a  piece  in 
which  is  the  following  paragraph,  "  If  Mr. 
Deane  or  anf  other  perfon  will  procure  an  or- 
der from  congrefs  to  infpect  an  account  in 
my  <  dice,  01  any  of  Mr.  Deane's  friends  will 
take  the  trouble  of  Coming  thcmfelvcs,  I  will 
give  him  or  them  my  attendance,  and  Ihev. 
them  in  a  Jiand  writing  with  which  Mr.  Deane 
is  well  acquainted, that  the  fnplici  whith  he  Co 
poinpoully  plumes  himfelf  upon,  were  pi  bniiied 
and  engaged,  and  that  as  a  prefciit,  before  he 
even  arrived  in  France  ;  and  the  part  that 
fell  to  Mr.  Deane  was  only  to  fee  it  done, 
and  how  he  has  performed  that  fcrvice  the 
public  are  now  acciiai'itcd  with."  The  lad 
paragraph  in  the  account  is,  "  Upon  Mr. 
Deane's  arrival  in  France,  the  bufinefs  went 
into  his  hands,  and  the  aids  were  at  length 
embarked  in  the  Amphitrite,  Mercury  and 
Sfine."  That  in  another  piece,  is  the  follow- 
tag  article,  "  and  in  the  fecond  place  that 
thofe  who  are  now  allies,  prefaced  that  alli- 
ance by  an  early  and  generous  fr  endfh  p,  ye; 
that  we  might  not  attribute  too  much  to  hu- 
man or  auxiliary  aid,  fo  unfortunate  were 
tiiefe  fnppliea,  that  only  one  fliip  out  of  the 
three  arrived  ;  the  Mercury  and  Seine  fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  !"  Refolved, 
that  the  infmuation  contained  in  the  faid  pub- 
lications, that  the  fupplies  fent  to  America  In 
the  Aniphitrite,  Seine  und  Meictuy  were  a 
prefent  from  France,  is  untrue  :  That  the  at- 
tempt of  faid  Paine  to  authenticate  the  faid 
falfe  inlinuations,  by  referring  to"  papers  in  the 
office  of  the  committee  of  foreign  affairs,  is 
an  abtife  of  oifice  :  That  the  faid  Paine  be 
difmiffed  from  office. 

A  third  IVtof  refolutions  were  introduced, 
as  a  fubllitute,  Hating  the  deep  concern  of 
congrefs  at  the  imprudent  publication  of 
Paine,  and  th'ir  readinefs  to  adopt  any  mea- 
forei  conlillent  with  good  policy  and  their 
own  honor,  for  correcting  any  infinuations  de- 
rogatory to  the.  court  of  France',  and  appoint- 
ing a  comniittee  to  confer  with  the  minifter  of 
France  on  the  fubjeft. 

In  lieu  of  the  whole,  the  following  refolu- 
tion  was  moved  :  Refolved,  that  Thomas 
Paine  be  iumu.onod  to  appear  before  congrefs 
at  eleven  o'clock  to-morrow,  and  be  informed 
what  thofe  exceptionable  parts  are,  and  call- 
ed upon  to  explain  and  to  flicw  by  what  au- 
thority he  made  thofe  publications,  in  order 
that  congrefs  may  take  proper  nieafures  rela- 
tive thereto.  It  pasted  in  the  negative. 

On  Friday  the  8th,  a  letter  was  received 
from  Mr.  Paine,  religning  his  office  of  fecrf- 
tary  to  the,  comjuittee  of  foreign  ajfaira,  in 
whkhare  the  following  word:,  "  finding  by 
the  journal*  of  the  houfe  that  I  am  not  to  be 
Ifieard"  ice.  Sundry  refolutions  were  offered, 
the  purport  of  nhich  was,  to  difcover  how 
Paine  had  acquired  that  knowlegc.  After 
confiderable  debate,  Mr.  Laurens  declared, 
that  he  had  informed  Mr.  Paine,  that  a  mo- 
tion  had  been  made  for  hearing  him,  but  that 
it  patted  in  the  negative. 

On  Saturdiy  the  9th,  a  refolution  palTed, 
declaring  that  the  determination  of  the  quef- 
tion  on  the  7th  did  not  imply  that  congrefs 
had  determined  that  Mr.  Paine  was  not  to  be 
heard. 

On  Monday  the  1 2th,  the  following  refolu- 
tion paffed  :  Refolved  unanimonlly,  that  in 
anfwer  to  the  memoriUls  of  the  honorable 
Sieur  Gerard,  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  his 
mod  Chriftian  Majefty,  of  the  5th  and  lO.h 
inft.int,  congrefs  do  fully,  in  the  cleared  and 
moft  explicit  manner,  difavow  the  publications 
referred  to  in  his  faid  memorials;  and  as 
they  are  convinced  by  indisputable  evidence/ 
that  the  fupplies  flopped  in  the  Amphitntkj^ 
Seine  and  Mercury,  were  not  a  prefent,  ancK 
that  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  the  great  and 
generous  ally  of  thefe  United  States,  ditf 
not  preface  his  alliance  with  any  fupplies 
whatever  fent  to  America,  fo  they  have  not 
authorifed  the  writer  of  the  faid  publications 
to  make  and  fuch  affcrtions  as  are  contained 
therein,  but  on  the  contrary,  do  difapprove 
the  fame. 

On  Saturday  the  16th,  fundry  refolutions 
fttcceeded  each  other  as  amendments,  the  lafl 
of  which  was  in  the  following  words:  "  Re- 
folved, that  the  committer  of  foreign  affa- 


ire direfted  to  take  eat  of  the  ptffeir.on  of 
Thomas  P.une  all  the  public  papers  entrufl- 
eu  to  bitn  aj  fecretary  to  the  committee,  and 
then  difcharge  him  from  office."  On  the 
main  queltion  being  itbeut  to  be  put  a  diviuon 
was  called  for,  the  firft  claufb  pafTee.'  unani- 
monlly. On  the  queftion  to  agree  to  the  fe- 
coud  claufe,  namely,  "and  then  difcharge 
him  from  office,"  the  ftates  being  equally  di- 
vided, the  claufe  was  loft. 

So  much  for  this  iliulbrious  perfonage  whilft 
in  office. 

L'tu  we  arc  tcld  that  he  enjoyed  the  friend. 
Ihip  and  eftc-em  cf  Wafhington.  We  are  • 
happy  in  finding  it  at  length  acknowledged, 
that  it  is  an  hor.or  to  have  enjoyed  the  friend- 
Ihip  ?nd  efteem  uf  Waibington.  Let  us  ex- 
amine whether  Paine  was  worthy  of  the 
frifndfhip  expreffed  in  General  Walhington's 
Ietier  to  h.m,  and  in  what  manner  thefe  difin- 
te  re  fled  and  unfolicited  fervices  were  returned.

At  8  o'clock  on  Thurfday  morning  the 
mercury  in  Fahrenheit's  thermometer  ftood  at 
1  abov-  0,  and  at  the  fame  hour  yefterday 
morning  as  high  as  55. 

By  the  lad  accounts  from  Frankfort,  we 
learn,  that  the  bill  eftablilhing  circuit  courts, 
had  patTed  both  branches  of  the  legislature, 
but  that  the  governor  had  not  approved  it, 
nor  was  it  fuppofed  In  would. 

On  the  13th  inft.  the  general  aflembly  patt- 
ed the  following  refolution  : 

RESoLvtD,  That  the  menibirs  of  the  ge- 
neral aflembly  wear  mourning,  in  token  of 
that  high  regard  and  refpect,,  which  the  peo- 
ple of  Kentucky  entertain  for  the  memory  of 
the  deceafed  General  Benjamin  Logan,  the 
firm  defender  of  his  country. 

To  the  electors  in  the  congressional  dis- 
trict, composed  of  the  counties  of  Shel- 
by, Henry,  Gallatin,  Franklin,  Scot:, 
Harrison,  Boone,  Campbell,  Pendleton, 
and  Bracket. 

Fellow  Citizens, 
Having  been  declared  a  candidate  in  this 
diftrict  for  the  next  congrefs,  it  is  proper  to 
inform  you  of  the  gener-1  principles  of  policy, 
by  which  my  votes  fhall  be  directed,  if  ap-

fate  corrective  of  abufes  which  are  lopped  by 
the  fword  of  revolution,  where  peaceable  re- 
medies are  unprovided  :— Ablolute  acquies- 
cence in  thi  dec.fions  of  a  majority,  the  vital 
principle  of  republics,  from  which  is  no  appeal 
but  to  force,  the  vital  principle  and  immedi- 
ate parent  of  defpotiiin  :  A  well  disciplined 
militia,  our  beft  reliance  in  peace,  and  for  the

half  rewarded  for  our  conqueft  of  this  coun- 
Vtry—without  it,  we  but  half  enjoy  the  blef-

Captain  Appkton,  arrived  at  Bofton, 
from  Cape  Francois,  who  failed  from 
thence  October  10,  mentions  that  the  af- 
lairs  of  the  French  in  St.  Domingo 
were  in  the  moll  forlorn  fuuation.  Port- 
de-Paix  had  been  burnt,  and  many  whites 
mafTacred.  October  14,  near  the  Cape  a 
fevere  action  took  place  between  the 
blacks  and  the  French.  The  former 
were  victorious,  and  took  a. fort.  The 
evening  previous  to  the  engagement  a 
negro  general  and  1500  blacks  deferted 
from  Le  Clerc.  The  derfetion  of  Chrif- 
tophe  was  expected  to  follow.  A  num- 
ber of  Americans,  who  ferved,  fome  vo- 
luntarily, others  by  compulfion,  were 
killed  and  wounded  in  this  battle.  The 
negroes  were  confidered  at  15,000  ftrong  ; 
Le  Clerc's  army  was  reduced  to  about 
4000.  The  general,  who  was  without 
the  Cape,  doubting  his  ability  to  proteel 
the  city,  ordered  the  fick  and  wounded 
to  be  removed,  and  gave  pern.iflion  for 
the  women  and  children  to  depart.  The 
valuable  effects  Ire  removing  on  hoard 
the  fleet.  Bufinefs  was  fufpended.  The 
acting  American  ennful,  Mr.  Dodge,  had 
embarked  in  a  veiled  from  Portfmouth. 
American  vcffels  were  embargoed,  and 
ordered  off  the  bar.  Thefe  meafures  in- 
dicated an  expectation  of  being  obliged 
to  abandon  the  place.  Capt.  A.  adds, 
that  a  few  hours  before  he  failed  he  was 
told  by  the  proprietor  of  the  Amer  ><> 
Coffee-houfe,  that  it  was  reported  *~
